Close to Home; The World War II ^arae 

>by John Boardman 

World War II, the new Simulations Publications game on the Europ- 
ean theatre of that War, elicits from we a number of personal reflec- 
tions. Unlike war games from ancient and medieval histdry, or modern 
games based on Vietnam or Sinai , this one recalls my personal react- 
ions as a child to the mo#jr climactic conflict ever i'tught* 

The first event of International importance which I can recall 
was the German, annexation of Austria, The next Was -the partition of • 
Czechoslovakia. A week, before ray Beventh birthday I heard a newsboy 
crying an Extra about the German invasion* of Poland. I was nine when 
tile news from Pearl Harbor interrupted everyone Vs Sunday dinner, and 
in a few weeks I was taking part in patriotic pageants of our event- 
ual victory. My school became, a center for the distribution of ration 
books- first for sugar, then for gasoline,* and finally fo* everything 
from canned goods to shoes and tires. I trudged Ground the- neighbor- 
hood as eagerly as any modem ecology buff, -collecting old newspapers 
and tine cans. (Incidentally, with over 50,000 U.S. troops stationed 
in Indo~China,to this day, I wonder where; exactly the paper and rental 
collected by the ecologists is going! ) ^ : 

In California, where I grew upj the main battleground was natur- 
ally regarded. as the Pacific Ocean, and the main enemy, Japan. The 
endemic anti-Oriental racism in Calif ©rnia contributed as much to 
this -as did the, strategic situation. No voices, were raised whe-n fully 
loyal Japanese, in the thousands, were interned in concentration 
camps. The top halves of all street lamps were painted out, as were 
the coastward side of lamp's along the ocean. Air raid drills were a 
regular feature of life in school, and ;at, evenings in the neighbor- 
hoods. The Green Horhet'a faithful Japanese valet Kato became his 
faithful Filipino valet^KatoV and the stout Blackhawk with the brist* 
le-cut and the knockwurst accent was hastily renamed "Stanislaus". 
When "eoot-suited" Mexican-Americans began rioting with soldiers at 
the Los Angeles embarkation porty the papers speculated -that Japanese 
agents might be behind it* There were even "War groupies", the so- 
called "Victory Girls' 1 . These teen-age patriots expressed their loy- 
alty to the American cause by handing out their favojrs gratis to all 
servicemen, and proved to |?e major vectors of venereal disease. (They, 
rather than Japanese agents, were probably the proximate cause of the 
"Zoot-Suit Riots".) Finally, Russia and all things Russian had a vo- 
gue comparable to the enthusiasm for China that accompanied our re*- 
cent triumph of ping-pong 'diplomacy* The "United Nations", /as the Al- 
lies were then called, stood on the twin pillars of the Unite* States 
and the Soviet Union, and woe betide the man who badied the nfme of

I am, if you didn't know(and you probably don't) one of the- 
best press, release writers in the hobby today(I wasn't yesterday, 
and I' 1 won't be tomorrow, but I decided that I am today) . Most peo- 
pie, howevet, do not know hwo to write one. A press release is very 
easy to produce « 

Do you remember Roger dice's "Mad Idb" books, in which he 
produced a paragraph with Some nouns and verbs missing, which you 
had to fill in? Well, a prass release can act in the same way, 

A press release is divided into three: segments: the dateline, the 
news agency and the text, the dateline can be an important city in 
the country you axe playing see John Carrol f s "Gluj " ) , where you 
are, living(See John Boardraan's "Brooklyn*** Or someplace you used to 
live(von Metgke'a "Jajoul") or Maybe something having nothing to 
do with anything at all(iSef, my /'Phuiapha'* press releases,) 

Next comes: the news agency •Generally these are chosen so that 
the initials of the agency form an acronym (My "Inner District Under- 
ground News Nurturing Off ices % John £oardm&n's : "United Rabble-Rous- 
ing Press", John Carrol's "CRABS", et c # V 

She third section, thought by some to be \the most important, is 
the text. Although the experienced writer may chdose any topic he 
wishes, with length ganging up. tb three p$ges, the beginner shpuld 
write short releases. He should make it a denunciation, a notice 
that another country is l*eing wiped out* that the home country is 
being wiped up, etc, The, statement should be issued by a govern- 
ment official, either an historical figure, a perversion of one, 
a perversion of the Writer's name, or a perversion of names in some- 
one else's press release. As long as it tb* perverted, you're on 
safe ground. 

Below is. a blank draft press release, and ray filling it up. See 
if you can learn anything from it*

Every so often a political writer or historian dips a toe in the 
murky waters of revisionism, and hints that the world might be a bet- 
ter place in which to live if. the Axis had won World War II, These 
views usually come from people unhappy about the present power of com*- 
munism.who reflect quite correctly that an Axis victory x^ould have 
meant the total and brutal auppression of this ideology. Sometimes the 
approach is less rational, and arises from an admiration for the mas- 
culine and-. soldierly , qualities allegedly .^osessed by .^he . Germans under , 
the Nazi regime."

watershed of modern history. It was the, end of an era' of several great- 
powers of. roughly equal influence, It was the beginning of an era when 
the preponderant strength of the United States of America is the prin- 
ciple fact of world politics, . and challenges- to that strength constit^ 
ute the, year-to-year workings of history,. Whether a, war directly in- 
volves the United States, as those in Korea an& Vietnam, or, do not, as 
the four Arab-Israeli and the- two Indo-Pakistani conflicts, each is in 
some way a test of the new world power relat ionships established by 
World War II. This is reflected in war games as well, I find I cannot 
get interested in the idea of a fearae about Korea, Vietnam or the var-
